SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Private Catalogue is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 
It is in a small catalogue format. The magazine publicizes a range of magazines, 
videos, sexual aids and devices, and some items of clothing. It contains numerous 
photographs, most so small it is not easy to discern detail in them. The majority depict 
covers of Private, Pirate and Triple X magazines and videos, and some are images 
from the various publications. There is a minimal text in small print, which is mostly in 
two languages. 

The catalogue advertises the availability of video recordings that feature teenagers 
engaging in sexual activity and a sexual aid in the form of an inflatable doll. The doll is 
described as Teenage Girl’. These products are available for the sexual gratification 
and arousal of an adult market. This advertising tends to perpetuate the exploitation 
of young persons for the purpose of adult entertainment and the idea that sexual 
contact between adults and teenagers is legitimate. 

A s3(2) provision of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 applies 
to this publication. As s3(2) is a deeming provision it prevails over the rights and 
freedoms set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
